They 
met frequently at the home of her sister and 
at other places, but no whisper of it reached 
Deshon's wife. The elopement followed.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 12.—Delegates 
from the Onandaga, Seneca, Cayuga, Mo- 
hawk, Oneida and Tuscarora Indians met 
in council at the Long House at the Onan- 
daga Reservation. There were funny 100 
chiefs present, besides a number of war- 
riors, braves, squaws and papooses. It was 
the first general council of the Six Nations 
held m seven years. Chief Sachem Daniel 
La Forte of the Onandagas presided and 
Sachem Thomas Webster of Onandaga was 
medicine man. After the resolutions of 
chiefs to fill the vacancies caused by death 
a factional fight took place between the fol- 
lowers of two Tuscarora Sachems. One fac- 
tion asked the selection of Daniel Prentup, 
the other asking for the appointment of Da- 
vid Chew. Sachem LaForte named Chew, 
and Chief Isaac Pa son of. the Tusca- 
roras, the most in ntial Indian of the 
tribe, insisted that e of the most sacred 
of Indian laws ha / been violated by th: 
selection, it being. he right of the oldes? 

He 
claimed that tb’ election was made on a 
technidality, d ws prearranged, and 
said that the scaroras would leave the 
Six Nations in a body and become citizens.

Philip Gleason the Victim of 
Principal Herzog’s Whip. 
INVESTIGATION BEING MADE. 
The Lad Says Mr. Herzog Used His Fist 


on His Face, but the Castigator /[ 
Denies This Charge. 


Principal Peter Herzog of the Blair School 
used a cowhide on little Philip Gleason, 
until he gridironed the lad’s hips with red 


and blue welts. 

Mr. Brockman, President of the School 
Board, is investigating the case and it is 
possible that Mr. Herzog will dance to the 
tune of his own whip-poor-will music. He has 
been generaily liked by the patrons of the 
Blair, but this outburst of disciplinary zeal 
has brought down upon him excoriations 
from pupils’ parents and School Directors. 

Philip was whipped Wednesday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock in Mr. Herzog's office because 
he had a fight Tuesday afternoon on his 
way home at Twenty-third and Warren 
streets, several blocks from the school. The 
boy is 12 years old and small for his years. 
He is a pupil in Room No. 12. His opponent 
was Charles Stiegemeyer, aged 16, a pupil

in Room No. 

A Post-Dispatch r rter saw Philip at 
his home, 4 North Morket street, and he 
told his experience with Mr. Herzog thus: 

He called me out of the class-room to his 

office Wednesday afternoon and asked me 
if I started the fight. 1 said I did not, for 
Charlie Stiegemeyer picked on me and dared 
me to fight because he is bigger than I am. 
Mr. Herzog asked me a few more questions 
and then he took his cowhide and whipped 
me. . 
He struck me over the legs and hips 
about twelve times, and once across the 
back. Then he let go of me and hit me with 
his fist on the left cheek.”’ 

Philip turned his face and the reporter 
saw a pale green patch of skin at least two 
inches square. It was of that discolored hue 
which is readily identified’as the handiwork 
of a good hard puncher. 

“Are you sure that Charlie Stiegemeyer 
did not hit you there?” the reporter asked. 

No, for Charlie struck me only once and 
that was in the mouth.“ 

“Was Mr. Herzog’s hand closed when he 
struck you, or did he only slap you with 
his open hand?“ 

“No, his hand was doubled up.“ — ae

They told 
their mother, and she was horrified at the 
sight of the welts and bruises on Willie’s 
hips and legs, which she examined when he 
retired to bed.

When his father, William Gleason, a mem- 
ber of Fire Engine Company No. ö, „ rived 
home for his breakfast, Thursday morting. 
he was very angry on learning how Philip 
had been thrashed. He went to the Blair 
School at once and had an interview with 
Principal Herzog. Then he took his son to 
School Director John Sheahan, and had 
Philip show him the marks of the cowhide. 

Mr. Sheahan was so indignant that he 
had Mr. Gleason and Philip go with him to 
the School Board office. Supt. Long was 
not in, and Mr. Sheahan went with the boy 
and his father to President Brockman and 
Directors McClain and Spinninga 

When seen by a reporter Mr. Sheahan

“The boy was cruelly whipped, as the 
marks on his body plainly show. The fight 
for which he was whipped occurred after 
class and some distance from the school, 
and did not warrant.a whipping, much less 
a thrashing of that’ sort. think that an 
example should be made in this case, be- 
cause a good deal of that kind of thing is 
done on the quiet. When I showed the 
boy’s bruises to Mr. McClain and Mr. Spin- 
ning they said they would not believe such 
a thing possible if they did not see it.

THE GOLD MEN ALARMED. 


Money Question . Forging to the 
Front Among the Farmers 
in Eastern States.

NEW YORK, April 12.—The action of the 
Illinois Democratic State Committee in call- 
ing a convention to declare the party's pol- 
icy on the money question has set the silver 
ball rolling, and their action will be followed 
in other States. The call brings attention 
to the fact that the friends of free silver- 
coinage are not only alert, but are aggres- 
sive and mean to force the fighting on this 
issue within party lines. 

It was thought the silver sentiment was 
making little headway in the Hast, but 
since the bold move in Illinois the “Sound 
Money men in New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and other Eastern. States 
realize that the silver question will not be 
kept in the background, and the growth of 
what they consider a financial heresy fills 
them with alarm. It is found that the 
farmers in these States, like those of the 
West, are being rapidly won over to the 
cause of free coinage. They are turning 
to the money question to find a cure for 
the ills which beset the country and bear 
so hard upon thir class. 

Reports from the West show that in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and Illinois 
the silver men are making converts on every 
hand. Literature is freely circulated and 
the money question is the only political 
issue discussed. 

Ex-Senator Warner Miller has recently 
been in Chicago. He said to-day: ‘The 

rairie seems to Ph fire with sentiment in 
avor of free 66. I believe the feeling 
permeates Western States.“

Potato Planting on Long Island.

NEW YORK, April 12.—The city farmers 
began work yesterday on their potato 
patches in Long Island City. Patrick Far- 
rell was the first to get his plot, and he start- 
ed vigorously to plant his potatoes.

They 
were set to work first cutting potatoes for 
seed and some of them required considerable 
instruction to divide the eyes properly.

WASHINGTON, April 12—Official advices 
received at the Japanese Legation from 
Japan shdicate that an understanding has 
beer reached between the Japanese and 
that the 
news of the definite conclusion of peace 
may be expected at any time. 

The exact terms of the peace cannot as 


yet be ascertained, but it is understood 
that in response to s repeated requests 
of the Chinese — potentiartes for an 
abatement of the demands originally made 
by them, the Japanese plenipotentiarics 
have 11 some con ons. 

Brief as the foregoing official message is, 
it marks the close of the Japan-China war, 
barring the possibility, of course, of some 
unexpected hitch at the last moment. 

The ahnouncement of the exact terms of 
peace fs yet to come, byt from what is 
known of the negotiations thus far the gen- 
eral nature of the peace is evident. It was 
officially announced yesterday that the 
terms being insisted upon were as follows: 

. Wiret—Independence of Corea. 

Second—Permanent cession of the Island 
of Formosa to Japan. 

- Third—Indemnity of 300,000,000 taels, Chin- 
ese money. 

Fourth—Permanent occupation of Port 
Arthur and the surrounding ne ghborhood. 

Fifth—A new Japanese-Chinese treaty 
opening China to commerce. 


HAVE NO PATRIOTISM, 


Lieut. Beacon Explains Why the Chi- 
nese Make Poor Sold ers. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 12.—Lieut. 
John A. Beacon, who was commissioned 
by the government some time ago to go to 
Japan and follow the army, is at the Pal- 
ace Hotel. The Lieutenant joined the sec- 
ond army. He witnessed the battle at Wei- 
Hai-Wei. He also collected specimen weap- 
ons of the various kinds used in the fight 
and relics of the campaign, which he is 
forwarding to the Department at Washing- 
ton. He has written & concise report of 
what he saw—the conditions of the troops 
on both sides, armaments and supplies, 
with such details as are deemed of import- 
ance to the War Department. “I have been 
much interested in the Japanese army, 
which I joined for the time,” said he. “I 
was at the battle of Wei-Hai-Wel, and 
when the fight was won I examined care- 
fully the forts of the Chinese. They had 
fourteen first-class fortifications, well 
equipped with modern ordnance, and they 
also had a number of secondary fortifica- 
tions, equipped with modern and some old- 
fashioned ordnance. 

“The Chinese were in good shape.to fight, 
but they did not seem to know how. There 
was no patriotism. 

A. sa the bodies of Admiral Ting and 
five of his officers after they had committed 
suicide. They were laid out on slabs and 
there was some show among the Chinese of 
doing them honor.” 

Lieut. Beacon will go from here to Fort 
Snelling, Minn., where he is stationed. From

FLOUR AND CANNED MEATS. 


Heavy Import Tax Placed on Them in 
Belgium. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—Tariff legisla- 
tion in Belgium forms the subject of a re- 
port sent to the Department of State by 
Minister James 8. Ewing at Brussels. It 
incloses a copy of a new tariff bill intro- 
duced into Parliament on March 8, but not 
made public until March 22. 

By this bill import duties are imposed on 
a number of articles, including a tax of 1 
franc 50 centimes (about 30 cents) per hun- 
dred kilos (220 pounds) on flour, which has 
been duty free, 

Canned meats, relishes, etc., are taxed 30 
francs per 100 kilos and preserved vegeta- 
bles 10 francs per 100-kilos. The duty on 
various sorts of steel and iron are reduced 
about 50 ner cent on the average. Cotton 
goods pay either the same duty or are re- 
duced from 30 to 80 per cent.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 12.—Charles 
Baxter, whom Robert Louis Stevenson 
named executor of his will, has arrived in 
this city from the Samoan islands. He has 
with him the manuscripts of Stevenson's 
last works, which he is taking to England 
for publication. Of the unpublished work 
left by Mr. Stevenson, Mr. Baxter has al- 
ready sent on home for publication the 
manuscript of * — oe * a — 0 Which was

chapters, ch F be published as it is. 
The story is of the capture and escape of a 
French officer during the Napoleonic war 
from a prison in Scotland and his adven- 
tures in that country and in France. 

Mr. Baxter also has with him the proofs 
of what will be entitled the “Vailima Let- 
ters.” This is a series of monthly letters 
written by the novelist to his friend, Sydney 
Colville, keeper of the prints at the British 

useum. They are a journal of his life in 

amoa, sent off once a month. Mr. Baxter 
likewise brings a manuscript of what Ste- 
venson had written of Weir of Hermis- 
ton, the work he was engaged on at the 
time of his death. In fact, he had worked 
on it the very day of his death. T he

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 12.— Since the ex- 
traordinary movement in the oll market 
this week from $1.17 last Saturday to $1.30 
yesterday, with a het advance of 52 cents, 
the oil fever has revived and men are in 
the field day and night looking for possible 
developments. 

Some idea of the activity in field opera- 
tions may be had when it is stated that on 
April 1 the number of new wells drilling 
and rigs in course of construction was 1,401. 


The monthly average of new operations 
last year was Only 232, and the total num- 
ber of wells completed was only 3,548 for 
the entire year. 

Whether the present search is successful 
or not there ll be an enormous amount 
of money spent in prospecting. The cost 
of drilling a well ranges from $1,200 to 
$9,000, Estimating the present number of 
new operations at 1,500 and the cost of each 
well at $4,000, it is seen that not less than 
$6,000,000 is now being expended in new work 
in all the flelds 

The total Sroduction of gold in the United 
States last year was $43,000,000. The produc- 
tion of ail for the same period was 48,500,000 
barrels, which at to-day’s cash prise repre- 
‘sents a value of $72,500,000. This quantity 
fell short 6,800,000 barrels in supplying the 
demand, which was drawn from old stocks, 
reducing the latter to less than 4,000,000 
barrels on April 1. 

Within the past few weeks the Standard 
Oil Co. is estimated to have purchased 
$3,000,000 worth of territory from individual 
producers.

Strikers Who Obstructed the Mails 
Can Pay Their Fines. 


FERGUS FALLS, Minn., April 12.—In the 
United States Court, Grant Mason of 
Barnesville was found guilty of obstructing 
the mails during the great Northern strike 


last April. His conviction was followed by 
the conspiracy case against seven Barnes- 
ville men. Mason, James E. Knowles, 
Robert Nelson, Thomas Pender, Fred H. 
Atkins, Charles Millieux and ed Rath 
pleaded ullty to obstructing the mails. 

Judge Nelson said that the offense had 
been committed during a time of great ex- 
citement; that oftentimes employes had 
just grievances against corporations and 
other employers; that they had a right to 
organize to advance their own interests, 
but they could not transgress with impunity 
the laws that Congress had passed for the 
protection of all. He had no doubt that they 
regretted their course, and, therefore, would 
not give them the severest penalty. He sen- 
tenced each to pay a fine of 3100. Sentence, 
however, was not to become operative till 
moved by the District Attorney. The effect 
of this is to allow the men to pay their fines 
in installments.

SENDING CATTLE TO MARKET. 
Stockmen Taking Advantage of the 
Advance in Meats. 

SANTA FE, N. M., April 12.—An advance 
of about 25 per cent in the price of beef cat- 
tle in the last sixty days has served to great- 
ly elate the live stock dealers of New Mex- 
ico. Mutton has also gone much higher. At 
the advanced prices, some four thousand 
cars of cattle will be shipped out over the 
Atchison during the next six weeks. In 
1894 but 500,000 cattle were on the ranges of 
New Mexico, but during the past year every 
stock man has been saving his stock, and 
this year the number reported for taxation 
is 1,250,000. Experts say at least 1,000,000 
head of meat cattle are now on New Mexi- 
can ranges, of which 250,000 are ready for 
shipment.

A NON-PARTISAN ELECTION BILL. 


The great advantage of the co-operation 
of the Public Safety Committees of St. 
Louis and Kansas City in framing a 
non-partisan election bill for adoption at 
the extra session is that it deprives the 
Legisiature of all excuse for a cry of 
partisanship. 

The requirements of a fair election law 
have been so clearly pointed out by the 
Post-Dispatch that there is no room for 
argument concerning ‘them. We need 
small precincts of not more than 300 
voters; new registration for each election, 
with the destruction of old registration 
books and papers; precinct registration, 
revision and posting; safegtiards against 
either partisan or bi-partisan manipulf- 
tion of election officés. All that remai 
to be determined fs the machinery 
carry this programme into #ffect. The 
only obstacle to be feared is the struggle 
for partisan advantage between the two 
houses. 

If the House, which t Republican, 
frames an independent bin and deter- 
mines to stand upon it, and if the Senate, 
which is Democratic, frames an inde- 
pendent bill and determines to stand upon 
it, partisanship will be thrust in and all 
legislation may thus be again defeated. 
The real attitudé of thé members of both 
houses towards election reform will be 
tested by thé acceptance or rejection of a 
bill presented by committees equally di- 
vided between the two parties and in

THE TRUST PINCH. 


The charge that the greater part of 
the advance in the price of meat is due 
rather to the rapacity of the meat com- 
bine than to scarcity of supply is borne 
out by the facts. 

The New York World estimates from 
the best available statistics that the sup- 
ply of beef cattle is 2,000,000 less and of 
sheep 6,000,000 less than a year ago. This 
is a falling off af about 6% per cent in the 
cattle supply dad about 15 per cent in 
the sheep supply. But from actual quota- 
tions gathered in the market the Post- 
Dispatch has shown that the price of 
meat has advanced from 25 to over 50 
per cent.

There has been some wonderment as to 
the judges received, without suspicion 
ts genuineness, a document in which 
the Recorder completely reversed the ver- 
bal instructions given. That even the Re- 
ublican judges felt obliged to act on it 
8 not surprising in view of later develop- 
ments.

The company was 
confronted by numerous creditors, whom itt 
was-unable to pay, and it became necessary 
in some way to meet the indebtedness or 
go to the wall. 

In order to do this the creditors filed 
their claims with Henry E. Mills as trustee, 
pending a settlement. A deed of trust was 
filed at Washington and at the end of ten 
days the patents and rights of the old com- 

any were eee up for sale and bought in 

y the new company. Among the claims 
against the old company were $2,000 for ser- 
vices as secretary by Mrs. Grace Davidson; 

,000 for profesional services as counsel by 

udge T. J. Portis, and bills for advertising 
by nearly evéry newspaper in St. Louis. 

Cahill, who had 124,000 shares of the old 
company’s stock, it is said, was unable to 
meet his pro rata of the claims and could 
not come 1 as a member of the new com- 
pany. ft is claimed that he disposed of a 
considerable amount of his stock to gro- 
cers, butchers and other personal creditors. 

The new company will protect the claims 
of newspapers and those of other legiti- 
mate creditors, but Cahill can hope for no 
relief. Judge Portis has resigned as at- 
torney for the company and Mr. Mills is act- 
ing while its affairs are being settled up. 
Judge Portis drew $250 a month for his ser- 
vices as long as there was money in the 
treasury to pay him.

If Senator Dunn 
were to introduce ever so good a bill it 
would be called a partisan Democratic 
measure. So we will draw a bill that shall 
be accepted as a non-partisan measure. So 
far, we have agreed only on the fundamen- 
tal features—precinct registration, open to 
all, and the reduction of the precincts in 
size. As to the disposition of the Recorder 
of Voters we have not agreed. We hope to 
reach some solution of the difficulties which 
caused the defeat of all of the bills Before 
the General Assembly.

DETROIT PLAN 
Work Before the Mass Meeting to 
Be Held Next Thursday. 


Determination of Methods, Ways and 
Means to Be Left to Those Who 
Will Attend the Gathering. 


The meeting at Chatsworth Hall next 
Thursday night to launch the “Detroit 
plan” in St. Louis will be, essentially, a 
spontaneous movement of the people. No 
set programme for the meeting has or will 
be arranged, and the matter of putting 
the enterprise on foot will be left entirely 


in the hands of those present. 

There is no doubt the result will be en- 
tirely favorable to the immediate incep- 
tion of the project. The Post-Dispatch has 
aroused such interest in it that there is 
every reason to believe the attendance will 
be both representative and enthusiastic. 
The standing of the gentlemen who have 
signed the call assures this. 

In addition written requests were mailed 
Friday evening to fifty ministers of St. 
Louis that they announce the meeting from 
their pulpits Sunday morning with a few 
words explanatory of the objects of the 
movement. All will undoubtedly comply. 

In order that the plan may be thoroughly 
understood by those in attendance—and the 
attendance will not necessarily be limited 
to the male population—Capt. Judson Grin- 
nell of Detroit, who had supervision of the 
entire enterprise in that city last year, has 
been requested by letter to send some word 
of advice and explanation of the plan, to 
be read at the meeting. There will also 
be addresses delivered by well-known gen- 
tlemen. 

There is much to be done Thursday night. 
One matter will be the appointment of a 
committee for the selection of a number of 
well-known citizens to act as a commis- 
sion to receive offers of the use of vacant 
property and assign such land to applicants. 
This commission may be selected at the 
meeting, as may be decided there. It is al- 
so confidently expected that enough will be 
subscribed at the meeting for the purchase 
of tools, seed and the like to set the matter 
going at once. The convention will not be 
under the direction or auspices of any par- 
ticular organization or set of men. The 
call has been signed by all classes. 

One of the signers, Mr. George Bullock, 
expressed the wish, in discussing the sub- 
ject, that the Post-Dispatch act in con- 
junction with the commission that is to be 
appointed to the extent of receiving sub- 
scriptions and offers of land. 

“I know that it would be asking a great 
deal, said Mr. Bullock, ‘‘especially in view 
of all that the Post-Dispatch has already 
done for the project, but if it would take 
this thing up and make it its own enterprise, 
as it did the Forest Park lake fund, in co- 
operation with the commission, it would in- 
sure its immediate success. The first thing, 
of course, is to have the commission ap- 
pointed and to raise the money for the pur- 
chase of the implements and seeds. I think 
the latter can be accomplished by the Post- 
Dispatch more expeditiously than the money 
could be raised in any other way. The com- 
mission, I presume, will be arranged for at 
the coming meeting. 

The commission will then, no doubt, pro- 
ceed to work at once with the sinews se- 
cured at the meeting. I myself think that 
a special register should be used by the 
commission and every application for the 
use of land looked into, with a view to as- 
certaining the necessities of the applicant 
and the land apportioned in parcels appro- 
priate to the needs.“ 

Another matter which will probably be 
arranged at the meeting will be that of se- 
curing a competent superintendent for the 
work, to occupy a similar position to that 
held by Capt. Grinnell of Detroit. The per- 
son chosen must be a man of practical 
knowledge of agriculture and capable of 
directing an army of men, as the numbers 
who will avail themselves of the project 
when it is once under way will be enormous. 

Judge John Grether, one of the signers of 
the call for the convention, is enthusiastic. 
“I shall attend the meeting and lend all my 
influence toward carrying out the plan,“ 
said he. “It is a splendid thing. There is 
any quantity of vacant land that could be 
used during the summer and any number of 
people who would be glad of the oppor- 
tunity to till it.’’ 


LOTTERIES SMOTHERED. 


Express Companies Can No Longer Re- 
ceive or Transmit Their Matter. 


In view of the recent law enacted by Con- 
gress regarding lotteries and other kindred 
enterprises all of the large express compan- 
ies of the United States have given notice 
that hereafter they will refuse to receive, 


forward or deliver any money or packages 
offered to them which they have reason 
to suspect to be in any way identified with 
such illegal traffic. Circulars containing 
instructions to this effect have been issued 
by the companies to their agents through- 
out the country. 

The new lottery law was passed in the 
closing days of the last session of Congress 
and approved March 2. It makes it a vio- 
lation to introduce lottery tickets into the 
United States or to transport them from 
one State to another. The penalty pro- 
vided is a heavy fine or imprisonment, or 
both, for the first offense, and for any sub- 
sequent offense the punishment is impris- 
onment alone. 

Since the government put a stop to the 
use of the mails by the lottery people the 
express companies have done a thriving 
business in this line. Thousands of tickets 
have been received by them each month 
and forwarded to all parts of the United 
States. The money sent in payment for 
them has also been intrusted to their care. 
It has also been the custom of certain ex- 
press companies, when the holder of a 
winning ticket resided in some part of the 
country remote from the headquarters of 
the lottery, to act as a collector for the 
lucky individual, viz.: receive the ticket, 
giving the owner a receipt, collect the 
money and return it to the owner, for 
which the company charge a regular com- 
mission. All that is now ended and, with 
no means at hand of circulating their tick- 
ets, lists, advertising matter, etc., the lot- 
tery business in this country has undoubt- 
edly received a death blow. 

When questioned on the subject all the 
local managers of the express companies 
stated that the new law met with their 
hearty approbation and would be observed 
by them to the letter. “Heretofore,” said 
one superintendent, being common carriers, 
we had no other recourse but to accept and 
forward any package that was offered to 
us without asking any questions. This new 
law gives us protection and the right to 
refuse any package we have reason to 
believe is contraband.”
